A tour of Chile and 
Argentina will give 
Australia’s under 17 
soccer footballers a 
second to none 
chance to prepare for 
a place in next year's 
FIFA World Champion- 
ship in Ecuador. 

The Australian Soccer. 
Federation today an- 
nounced an 18 man squad 
to leave for the tour on 
November 20. 

Australia has a pre- 
eminent ‘record at this 
level, having already 
competed in the 1985, 
1987 and 1989 finals 
series. 

This time around the 
international football 
body has upgraded the 
standing of the series. 

Previously the com- 
petition was classed as a 
“tournament” — for next 
year it has been renamed 
as the “Ist FIFA UI7 
World Championship.” 

Australian assistant 
national coach Les 
Scheinflug is more than

John Collangelli 
brought back some 
notes on the Italian set 
up on introducing 
techniques to young 
players.

IT is a tribute to 
the magnetism of 
the great man Pele 
that the game it- 
self could stand or 
fall on his pre- 
sence. 

But that was exactly 
the way it was in the 
1970s when Pele 
joined the North 
American Soccer 
League giant, Cosmos. 

Within twelve 
months of his signing 
with the fledgling club 
in the struggling 
league, the Cosmos 
had moved from New 
York's humble Dow- 
ling Stadium to the 
77,000 capacity Giants 
Stadium at Meadow- 
lands. 


By the time he made 
his final appearance 
for the Cosmos some 
three years later, 
Pele’s Cosmos were 
filling the stadium. 

And in far flung 
places like Tampa 
Bay, Washington, 
Chicago, and Seattle 
— places where the 
game of soccer has not 
had a look-in before or 
since — NASL teams 
invariably recorded re- 
cord attendances when 
Pele and New York 
visited. 


"The Pele machine 
is in full motion,” 


wrote American 
journalist John 
J.0’Connor. 


“If soccer doesn’t 
make it in this country 
now, the game never 
will”. 

And just as the addi- 
tion of Edson Arantes 
de Nascimento (known 
as Pele) to NASL com- 
petition almost gave 
the code its final push 

into prominence in 
the USA, his loss sig- 
nalled the beginning of 
the end for profess- 
ional soccer in North 
America. 

The rise and fall of 
the game in the USA 
can virtually be traced 
by reading the 
fascinating two- 
volume “Pele 
Albums”. 

Pele’s involvement 
in the NASL is well 
documented by a com- 
bination of comment 
from the great man 
himself, photographs 
and newspaper reports 
of the day. 

But the rise and 
crash of soccer in 
North America is only 
small portion of the 
Pele albums.

More emphasis on 
high quality 
of NSW coaches 


NSW DIRECTOR DAVID LEE WRITES 


THERE has been a 
tremendous in- 
crease in numbers 
attending both 
Level 1 and Level 2 
Coaching Courses 
this year — ap- 
Proximately a 
100% increase is 
estimated. 

This is mainly due to 
four factors:- 

1. Taking courses 
back to the districts. 

2. A Level 1 Course 
which has been free of 
charge and tailored to 
suit the participants. 

3. The Director of 
Coaching going out to 
districts to discuss 
coaching. 

4. The appointment 
of regional coaches, 

This has however 
led to a number of 
potentially serious 
problems which unless 
addressed could lead 
to a drop in coaching 
standards:- 

a) The quality of in- 
structors. 

b) Supervision and 
quality control of 
courses in widely dis- 
persed areas. 

c) The standard of 
Participants attending 
courses. 

To produce great 
numbers of coaches 
has always been the 
aim of the National 
Coaching Scheme. 

The number of 
coaches has been used 
as the criteria — 
wrongly in my view — 
as to whether coaching 
was successful or not. 

This was particularly 
applied by the long 
serving, now retired 
National Director of 
Coaching. 

In fact, this was the 
method used to allo- 
cate funds to various 
States to make avail- 
able positions on Level 
4 Courses. 

The time has come 
for this to change. 

There now has to be 
an emphasis on quality 
not quantity.
